2. SUMMIT. NYTIMES ELORA LEWIS PARIS SAYS KISSINGER 

HAS INEORMED LONDON AND BONN FONMINS ABOUT HIS RECENT 
TALKS WITH SOVIET OEFICIALS LOOKING TO AN EARLY EAST- WEST 
CONEERENCE, ACCORDING TO A HIGH-LEVEL SOURCE. LEWIS SAYS 
KISSINGER WROTE CALLAGHAN AND SCHEEL AETER HIS MEETING WITH 
GROMYKO IN GENEVA APRIL 28-29 DISCLOSING HE DISCUSSED A 
BIG EAST-WEST CONFERENCE TO WIND UP CSCE WHICH ,S MORE OR 
LESS BOGGED DOWN IN GENEVA. LEWIS SAYS MOST WEST 
EUROPEAN COUNTRIES HAVE BEEN RESISTING A BIG SUMMIT AND 
PRESIDENT NIXON DURING POMPIDOU EUNERAL VISIT SOUGHT 
TO MEET ONE EUROPEAN OBJECTION-UNHAPPINESS AT HAVING 
A BIG EAST- WEST CONEERENCE BEEORE WESTERN LEADERS GATHER- 
BY REVIVING THE IDEA OE A WESTERN MEETING, BUT NOTHING 

EURTHER HAS DEVELOPED ON THAT PLAN AS PAR AS IS KNOWN 
AND ANY DECISIONS AWAIT INSTALLATION OP NEW GOVERNMENTS. 
EEC TOOK A FIRM STAND AGAINST A SUMMIT UNTIL RESULTS 
OP CSCE ARE CLEAR, SAYS LEWIS, AND ASSUMPTION AMONG 
EUROPEAN DIPLOMATS IS THAT KISSINGER LETTERS WERE MEANT 
TO ASSESS THE SOLIDITY OP EUROPEAN POSITION-THAT IS, 

TO SEE WHETHER THERE WERE DIVERGENCES THAT MIGHT BE 
WIDENED WITHOUT CAUSING ANOTHER OPEN EUROPEAN-AMERICAN 
DISPUTE. LEWIS QUOTES A HIGH-RANKING EUROPEAN AS SAYING: 
KISSINGER WANTED TO KNOW HOW MUCH TROUBLE HE WOULD HAVE 
WITH THE EUROPEANS IP HE COMES OUT PORMALLY FOR THE 
SUMMIT; WE ARE TRYING TO EXPLAIN TO HIM THAT THERE WILL

LEWIS, CALLAGHAN'S REPLY SEEMED TO GIVE LUKEWARM SUPPORT
